Diet and Health 


Advising the Mothers-to-be

TMK rhild-hesring time is often 
sn anxious one for the m nther-to- 
l># snd yet, if she understands the 
fscts about her condition, her fear 
can quickly ba relieved. For this 
renton, Doctor leonard II. Bil­ 
and of Cleveland has outlined an­ 
d e r s 
to questions 
which 
fre­ 
quently concern mothers at this 
time. 
The 
process 
of 
child-bearing 
ordinarily 
begins 
with 
pains 
either in th# lower hack or across 
th*- abdomen. The pains may nit­ 
ro be like those which occur at 
the regular periods in some wom­ 
en. The first pains come on at ir­ 
regular 
intervals 
for 
several 
hours, the intervals ranging from 
ten to thirty minutes or more. 
Gradually the interval* get short­ 
er while the pains last longe. and 
are more severe. 


False Labor 
Occasionally, during the last 
month of the child-bearing time 
the mother-to-be will have pains 
in her hack and abdomen, which 
strongly sugg***t that the birth of 
the baby is about to occur. How­ 
ever, after several hour*, these 
P*in* 
usually 
disappear. 
Such 
pains are called false labor pains. 
The mother-to-be should be pre­ 
pared to go to the hospital when 
th** pains have been coming at 
five to eight minute intervals for 
a period of one to two hours, par­ 
ticularly with the fir«t baby. On 
the average, with the first baby, 


th® 
period of delivery 
usually 
last* from twelve to twenty-four 
hours, but with subsequent babies 
the period is shortened to six to 
twelve hours and often less. 


Tub Baths Taboo 
During the last months of preg­ 
nancy the use of tub bath* is 
inadvisable. 
Shower or sponge 
bathing is preferred, but care 
must be taken in the shower to 
keep from falling. 
It is a good 
plan also when the pains begin, to 
avoid eating since an anesthetic to 
put the mother-to-be to sleep is 
often used during the delivery, 
and by not eating, vomiting can 
be warded off. 
Various types of preparations 
are used for pain relief. The phy­ 
sician, of course, will decide in 
each case what preparation may 
be best employed without endan­ 
gering either the mother or the 
infant. A new method of pain re­ 
lief 
called caudal 
analgesia 
is 
being used in many cases in recent 
months. 
Many patients, also, are given 
an injection of vitamin K upon 
admission to the hospital. 
This 
is the vitamin which helps to les- 
sen 
the 
dangers 
of 
excessive 
bleeding, and also aids in pre­ 
venting 
the 
bleeding 
into 
the 
brain of the baby. 
Another good thing to remem­ 
ber is that it is not a good plan 
to have too many visitors while 
in the hospital since they create 
much 
confusion 
and 
interfere 
with the patient’s care.
